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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 6, 7 and 9-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claim 1 , the prior art of record fails to show a foldable 
chair assembly wherein each of two resting members has a first end pivotally mounted 
on an inner side of a first support leg by a first pin and a second end pivotally mounted 
on an outer side of an second support leg by a second pin; each of the two resting 
members being substantially V-shaped; he mediate portion of the first support leg being 
provided with a limit rod rested on the mediate portion of the second support leg; and 
the limit rod of the first support leg being located above the first pin at the first end of 
each of the two resting members, in combination with other specifically claimed 
features. 

Regarding independent claim 1 0, the prior art of record fails to show a foldable 
chair assembly wherein each of two resting members has a first end pivotally mounted 
on an inner side of a first support leg by a first pin and a second end pivotally mounted 
on an outer side of a second support leg by a second pin; a mediate portion of the first 
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support leg being provided with a limit rod rested on a mediate portion of the second 
support leg; and the limit rod of the first support leg being located above the first in at 
the first end of each of the two resting members, wherein each of the first support leg 
and the second support leg is substantially U-shaped. 

Regarding independent claim 12, the prior art of record fails to show a foldable 
chair assembly including two opposite resting members each pivotally mounted 
between a mediate portion of the first support leg and a mediate portion of the second 
support leg, wherein each of the two resting members has a mediated portion formed 
with a pent portion facing upward and directed toward the upper portion of the first 
support leg, wherein when the foldable chair assembly is disposed at a folded state, 
each of the two resting members is located below an intersection between the first 
support leg and the second support leg, and the bent portion of each of the two resting 
members is directed downward, in combination with other specifically claimed features.
